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We have a limited supply of this outstanding globe thistle to offer this 


spring. The globes are larger and of a blue mich deeper in color than the 
ordinary eschinops ritro. It blooms on stalks about 32 feet tall in July, 


and if the stalks are cut back when through blooming, it will bloom again in 
September on shorter stems than the previous bloom. It is very effective in 


the garden and makes a long-lasting cut flower. 
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
